ing national banks as depositories foi 
public moneys, as authorized by law 
when the receipts 
of the treasury 


were exceeding its expenditures, has

"Second—The reason for directing

ient agency to effect such distribu- 
tion is a bank which is a member of 
the New York clearing house. 


•'Fourth—The reason for selecting 


the National. City bank as such dis- 
tributing agent was that at ttie time 
the order was issued it was one of but 
two banks which had offered bonds 
sufficient to cover the amount of the 
daily deposit. 
Its bond .deposit was 


§4,000,000, and that of the Hanover 
National bank $1,910,500. The Na- 
tional City bank was thertiore the 
one most naturally chosen.
